This chapter may be cited as the '"Noneconomic
Damage Awards Against Health Care Providers Act'.

Sec. . NEW SECTION. 668B.2 DEFINITIONS.

As used in this chapter, unless the context
otherwise requires:

1. "Health care provider™ means a physician as
defined in section 135.1, an advanced registered nurse
ﬁractitioner licensed pursuant to chapter 152, a

ospital as defined in section 135B.1, and a health
care facility as defined in section 135C.1.

2. '"Health care services'" means services that
involve diagnosis, treatment, medical evaluation,
advice, or such acts as may be permissible under the
health care licensing statutes of this state.

3. "Noneconomic damages' means damages arising
from pain, suffering, inconvenience, physical
impairment, mental anguish, emotional pain and
suffering, loss of chance, loss of consortium, and any
other nonpecuniary damages.

Sec. . NEW SECTION. 668B.3 DAMAGE AWARDS.

In any action for damages for inﬁurz or death
against any health care provider, whether based in
tort, contract, or otherwise, arising out of an act or
omission in connection with the provision of health
care services, the injured plaintiff shall be entitled
to recover noneconomic damages, but such damages shall
not exceed two hundred fifty thousand dollars, except
upon a Finding of actual malice on the part of the
defendant.>
